PACIFIC CABLE COMPLETED. 



Meaaage Was Sent Around the World 
in Nine and a Half Minutes. 



New York, June 6. — The Pacific 
cable waa completed lata Saturday 
night, eastern time, by the welding 
together of the eastern and wester.n 
lines at Honolulu, on board the cable 
ship Anglia, thus completing the en- 
tire line of telegraph from San Fran-

Madlsonville, Ky., July 6.— In a dlf- 
Seulty at Earlington Marshal J. B. 
Llndel abot and Instantly killed J eft 
Barton. Tha report saya that Llndel 
lad arrested Burton on a charge of 
frunkenness and had him in a buggy 
carrying him lo the station house, 
when Burton Jumped from the buggy. 
Llndel ordered him to halt, which 
command he did not heed, and Lindel 
drew his pistol and shot him as be 
ran. The ball entered his back, pass- 
ing through his stomarh. Llndel haa 
a pretty widely known history. 

Madlsonville, Ky., July 6.— Oreat 
txcitement has been aroused in thla 
lectlon over tbe killing of Jell Bur* 
ton, a young man, at the big barbe- 
cue at E^arllngton, Ky., Saturday 
afternoon, by Marshal J. B. Lindle, 
who was brought to thla city gpd 
placed in jail' late Saturday after> 
ooon. 

Until about 9 o'clock Saturday 
night the streets of this city were 
crowded with mad white men, who 
were commenting and eoademnldf 
Uie affair, when all of a sudden tha 
streets were deserted and the town 
ippeared desolate. This caused the 
oBcefs to iuspect that something waa 
loing to ba dona by the ontatdara, 
and he hurriedly took him from Jail 
here and slipped him out in a buggy 
lo Hanson, Ky., where he was put on 
the midnight train and carried to the 
jail at Henderson for safe-keeping. 
Perhaps had he been lefe here Sat- 
urday night a lynching would have 
occurred before Sunday evening, and 
that he is not now considered safe :it 
Henderson, as he may be reached by 
tbe mob there, and he may be moved 
from that plaoa. 

DIED OP PARALVSIB. 



Col. John W. Caldwell Expired at Hia 
Heme In Ruaeellvllia. 

Russellvllle, Ky.. July 6.— Col. John 
W. Caldwell, aged 66, who has been 
Buffering from paralysis, died Sunday 
night. He was a colonel in the con- 
federate service. After the close of 
the war he returned home here and 
resumed the practice of law and in 
1S66 was elected county Judge and 
held that position eight years. In 
1876. 1878 and 1880 he was elected to 
congress from the Third district as a 
democrat, and declined a fourth nom- 
ination, although it was said he could 
defeat any republican that might 
have been put up. He becani.^ 
president of the Logan County bank 
and remained president of that insti- 
tution until it went into liquidation 
last August^ The. funeral will take 
place Tuesday with confederate honors.

I>on Fouclip. a brother of tha dead 
man, at Soldier. Piitiirday. 

Flagman Killed. 
Middlesboro, Ky., July 6.— A freight 
wreck on the Southern railway be- 
tween this place and Luttrell. Tenn., 
resulted in thp death of Wilson Til- 
son, flagman, of KnoxviUe. Tenn., and 
tbe fatal injury of Engineer Will 
Moore, of Middlesboro. Tbe men were 
off duty and were riding in tbe ca- 
boose to Knoxville. 



Span of Bridge Burned. 
Paducah, Ky., July 6.— One span of 
the I. C. bridge o\(r the Tenin^sseo 
river, 20 miles above here, burned, and 
this will stop trafTie for two or three 
days over the bridge. The blaze orig- 
inated by birds' nests in the bridge 
catching flre from sparks. 

Drowned In the Ohio. 
Covington. Ky., July C>. — .lames 
Harris, uc>'d li*. was drowneil while 
bathing in the Ohio river back of the 
glassworka, near Madison street, Sun- 
day evening. Harris lived with hi3 
widowed mother and sisters at Beech 
and Philadelphia streets.

OIlie Wrei, Celered, Killed Salarday at 
Msea at tlie L aad M. Defst by 
llsit •wtii. 

Ollie Wren and Elsie Owens, neffrors, 
each aged about thirty, came in Saturday 
from "Kinktown" near Lewiebarg to cel- 
ebrate tha Fourth. DurioR the forenoon 
the two bad some difficulty on Market 
street over a Rlaas of beer. Owens left 
and Koint to the L. and N. depot aot a 
pistol from Clay Commodore, a nt»xro 
Who lives at Sardis or Germantown. 

Aboot 12:80 Wren rsaebad the depot, 
and while standinir near the baggage car 
at the eaat end of the building was ap- 
pioaehed by Owens, who, it is claimed, 
remarked, "I've been wanting to get yon 
for some time," and began shooting. 
Before Wren could get hia pistol into 
sotion, he was shot two or three times, 
either wound being fatal. In his dazed 
condition he fired twice at Owens and 
then ran around the building, Owens in 
the mean time emptying his pistol at his 
victim. 

Wren fell on the pavement at the ball 
eatraaee to Mr. Thomas Oailfeyle's on 
Bridge street, and died in a few minutes. 
He was shot near the right nipple, in 
the right templa, also a little below and 
behind tha right sar and twioa in the 
back. 

Owens was not injnrad. He tied out 
the railroad, but was captured an hour 
or two later near the Taylor's Mill pike 
crossing by Polioenum Pollitt. 

Shortly after the shooting Chief of Po- 
lice Donovan arrested Commodore, and 
jailed him as accessory to the shooting. 
Commodore denied giving the pistol to 
Owens, and said he didn't know him, 
but later acknowledged he had furniahed 
Owena with the weapon. It was a .02 
calibre. 

Coroner Wood will hold an inquest at 
10:30 to-day, and the examining trial will 
take place later before Judge Newell. 

It ia faid Wren ia the second or third 
man Owens haa shot.
